cher ſmaller vaines) bloud is conueyed into all parts of mans body. 
S. T. V. X. Signifieth the wombe wherein mankind is conceaued, 
nouriſhed and foſtred,vnto the time it be of a certain might & force, 
and then naturally is ſent and brought forth into the world, but it is 
ſome what higher then tae bladder: the bottome of it extendeth it 
ſelfe vnto the Nauell. V 
S. Signifiech the bottome of the wombe, where is a certain thicke 
carnoſite, which boweth downward, and cauſeth a diſtinction to be 
in the wombe. ; 

T. Wherefore. ſigniſieth the right fide of the Matrix. 

v. The let fide. Some there be that vvrite, that there ſhould bee 
many ſelles or diſtinctions in the Matrice, the which is not true, for 
other diſtinction then the fleſhie part (vvhich is ſignified by S.) deth 
cauſe, is there none. In the right ſide as Philoſophers vvrite, lyeth 
alvvay the man child, in the left the vvoman childe. And to knovv 
whether the conception be male or female, they bid to marke vvhe- 
ther it moue more on che right fide then the left, for the it is a man.

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If on the leſt more then on the right ſide, then it is a woman: and for 
that cauſe alſo is to be noted the two breaſts, rhe right and the left:

right ſide,likewiſe it ſignifieth the man child, if in the left, a woman. 
Whether it be man or wonan, according to the Doctor of Phiſicke 
and Philoſophers, when the ſeed is firſt conceived in the Matrix, it 
encloſeth it ſelſe after ſuch a ſort, that the point of a needle cannot 
enter in at it but hy violence. And the firit vi. daies that it is con- 


cciued, it remainezh crude and vvhite like milke. | 
Then in the ſpace of other nine daies it vaxeth redde, and is be- 


come thicke bloud: then in other xii, dries, it beginneth to come to 
ſome faſhion: then in the xviii. daies — the face and other

itude, latitude and proſunditie. In the reſt of the time vnto the 
birth it ia comforted, and to come forth, the which many 
times chancerh in the vii. moneth, & the child proueth and doth ve- 
ry well: but in the vii, moneth, few or none . About the later 
end of the ix. againe, if it be borne, it p very well, that is che 
moſt common courſe xl. weekes after the conception. The manner 
how the child lieth in the mothers wombe, is this: the face lyeth on 
both the knees: ſo lyeth it round in manner, and the face toward the 
inward parrof the vvombe: and this partly haue Iſhewed you of the 
operation of the Matrice. | 


A perfect and particular deſcription of the ſecret parts of 
che body of woman, with the ſignification of 
b theletters conrainedin the ſame, | 
1. The wombe is called in Latine Matrix, as it were, Mater(th 
out of that as borne 
of a mother: It hangeth betweene the ſplene and the bladder: but 
ſomewhat higher then the bladder. The bottome and hollow neſſe 


thereof is extended vnto the nauell, & it is the place of the firſt maſſe 


of conception called Embrion, | | 

2 The right fide or goulfe of the Matrice wherein male children 
are begotten. 

3 The leſt gulfe ofthe Matrice, wherein femall children are be- 

otten. 
2 4 The mouth or entrance ofthe Matrice, which is vncloſed in 
worke of naturall generation, & receiueth the ſeede of man, & after 
conception ſo ſtraitly cloſeth it ſelfe, that the point of a needle can 
not enter into it: yet at times conuenient, (chat is to ſay, atthe auoi- 
ding of floures) it openeth it ſelſe. 

5 From hence proceedeth the ſeed of woman in conception: & 
likewiſe the ſeed of man, 

6 This is the diuiſion ofthe great vaines proceeding from rhe 
liuer to the hart, & againe from the hart, paſſing through the ridge 
bone of the backe, wherevnto alſo the ki s doe cleaue. From 
hence come the veines whereby the anenſtruall bloud (for lacke of 
naturall heat engendred of crude and vndigeſt bloud) is conueyed 
into the matrice. 5 

7 The necke of the matrice is vi. fingers in length, hauing beneath 
a narrow mouth, whereby the iſſue of the bladder ſendeth forth 
vrine.

9 Two great artery vaines, vvhereunto the matrice is faſtened, 
and are therefore called the Matrice. 
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
